Perfon or Perfons refpeaiv'ely to whom, or to whole Order, the 
fame Should he made payable', and Ihould bear Date before pr at 
the Time of drawing or iffuing thereof, and not 011 any Day fub- 
lequent thereto, and lliall be made payable 'within Twenty-one 
Days next after the Day of the Date thereof, and Ihould not be 
transferable or negotiable after the Time thereby limited for Pay- 
ment thereof; and that every Indorfement to be made thereon 
Ihould be made before the Expiration of that Time, and fhould 
bear Date at and not before the Time of making thereof; and 
every fuch Promiffory or other Note or Undertaking in Writ- 
ing Should fpecify the'Name and Place ,of Abode of the Perfon or 
Perfons to whom, or to whofe Order, the Money fpecified in .every 
fuch Note - or Undertaking -was to be paid ; and that the fsgning af 
every fuch Note or Undertaking, and alfo of every finch Ihddrie. 
ment, Ihould be attefted by One lubfcribing Witnefs at the leaft, 
whole Names and Places of Abode refpeflively lisoiii appear ihb- 
fcribed to every fuch Atteftatiou ; and which faid Notes or Under- 
takino-s'in Writing fhould be made or drawn relpebtively in Words 
to fthe° Purport or fet out in the Schedule to the laid 'AS an-
